1) I am a named inventor of the invention disclosed in currently pending U.S. Patent

2) The invention, entitled "Peer to Peer Information Exchange for Mobile 
Communications Devices," was conceived not later than July 17, 2000. 

3) An Invention Disclosure was prepared not later than August 4, 2000. A copy of 
the Invention Disclosure is attached hereto as Exhibit 1 . 

4) The invention was approved for patenting by Ericsson Inc., and the Invention 
Disclosure was forwarded to the law firm of Buchanan Ingersoll, the patent counsel working with 
Ericsson Inc. at that time, on October 5, 2000, with a request to prepare and file a patent 
application.
